CHICAGO, Feb. 28. 


Tho Tribune* Washington special 


says the Secretary of the Treasury

Some weeks ago a resolution was in- 
troduced calling for an exact state- 
ment of the amount of gold in the 
Treasury vaults. Last mouth's state 
ment showed the amount of gold in

on hand to be $73,601.000.

statement which will be sent to the 
House will show the amazing fact 
that the entire amount of available 
gold iu the Treasury is only $13,- 
432,000.
